him is found in a tendency, often discern­ 
ible in men of his type, to judge others by 
himself. 
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A POLITICAL BLUNDER. 
Nothing could be plainer than the fact 
that Secretary of State Hughes made a se­ 
rious mistake when he put forth his de­ 
fense of Senator Newberry the other day. 
It was plain at the time and it grows plain­ 
er as one studies the comment from news­ 
papers all over the country on the state­ 
ment of Mr. Hughes. Indeed, Mr. Hughes’ 
blunder is even worse than it appeared at 
first. At the outset readers of his remark­ 
able letter were concerned simply with the 
argument which it contained and were sen­ 
sible only of the complete ineffectiveness of 
that argument. 
But of even greater and 
' graver interest is the point of view which 
- Mr. Hughes has revealed. 
He is not at all concerned, so far as one 
can discover from his letter, over the pre­ 
valence of the methods utilized in Michi- 
: gán to corrupt the electorate. Even the re­ 
actionary and partisan senators who con­ 
firmed Newberry in his seat felt obliged to 
issue at the same time a formal denuncia­ 
tion of the methods through which his nom­ 
ination was secured. 
Not so Mr. Hughes. 
There is nothing of this sort in his letter— 
nothing to indicate disapproval of the poli­ 
tical debauchery which took place in Mich­ 
igan, and which even the Newberry sena­ 
tors characterized as being “contrary to 
sound public policy, harmful to the honor 
and dignity of the senate, and dangerous to 
the perpetuity of a free government.” 
Mr. Hughes* 
letter, 
therefore, 
reacts 
against himself— which is on all accounts 
a pity— and 
in a peculiarly 
regrettable 
way. 
That it will react against his party 
also is certain. It is difficult to believe that 
the republican managers, in getting him to 
write this letter, sought deliberately to re­ 
vivify the Newberry issue as a means of 
distracting public attention from the other 
and more dangerous issues growing out of 
the failures and misdeeds of the republican 
party. 
Their hope, on the contrary, must 
have been that this statement from Mr. 
Hughes, who has enjoyed in a degree un­ 
equalled by any other member of the ad­ 
ministration the respect and confidence of 
¿the public, would dispose of the Newberry 
issue finally and eliminate it as a practical 
factor in the political situation. This hope, 
however, has not been and certainly will 
not be fulfilled. Instead of eliminating the 
Newberry scandal, the Hughes letter has 
recalled it to the public mind in a particu­ 
larly vivid way and has left it on exhibition 
-before the eyes of the people with its ugly 
aspect unchanged in the slightest by Mr. Gathering sea-shells 
Hughes’ elaborate exposition of legislative Empty and frail, 
technicalities.

SURPLUS WAR MATERIALS. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
A bill has been introduced in the senate 
to distribute among the states war mater­ 
ials valued at $1,000,000,000. 
It is believ­ 
ed this distribution would save the taxpay­ 
ers millions in the purchase of supplies, 
material and equipment, and it doubtless 
would. 
But the senate bill, which is sponsored 
by Senator Townsend, 
provides that the 
surplus material shall be turned over to the 
states on the basis of population, exactly 
as men were called to the colors in the war 
under the draft act. 
This would not be an 1 
equitable distribution, and the law should 
not provide for it. 
Rather, it should take 
into consideration the needs of the various 
states and apportion the surplus war ma­ 
terial accordingly. 
A large portion of the surplus material 
is available for agricultural use. 
For ex­ 
ample, the bureau of public roads of the 
department of agriculture is planning to re­ 
lease this fall millions of pounds of the high 
grade explosive, picric acid, for agricul­ 
tural explosive purposes, swch as clearing 
lands of stumps. This is a part of the war 
material which congress has directed shall 
be turned over to the farmers of the coun­ 
try. It will be sold to them at the low cost 
of seven cents a pound. 
Under the bill now before the senate, 
Massachusetts, where the stumps are sup­ 
posed to have been blasted out a century 
ago, would receive three times as much 
picric acid as would Kansas. 
New \ ork, 
one of the oldest settled states in the union, 
would receive more than 
nine 
times as 
much as Wyoming and many other western 
states where there is reclamation work yet 
to be done. 
It is logical that the materials should be 
distributed among the states according to 
population, or according to the number of 
men they furnished under the 
draft act, 
providing this is done after taking 
into 
strict consideration the individual needs of 
the states. 
Otherwise, the surplus war ma­ 
terials will not be distributed in the most 
economical manner. 
There is an organized movement, started 
by Governor Groesbeck of Michigan, to ob­ 
tain the passage of the bill. The theory of 
the bill— that of placing at the disposal of 
the states the war materials the keeping of 
which is expensive to the government, is 
an excellent one, but the intent will be at 
least, if there is a haphazard distribution 
and if population, 
rather 
than needs, is 
made the basis of distribution.

allotment proposed it is interesting to note 
that Missouri would 
get 
3.23 
per cent, 
valued at $32,300,000. 
Kansas would get 
1.68 per cent, valued at $16,800,000.

PICRIC ACID TO BE 
SENT TO FARMERS 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 30.—Farm­ 
ers of the country this fall will be 
able to save hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in clearing their land 
of 
stumps, in drainage work and in oth­ 
er efforts requiring blasting through 
the use of picric acid salvaged from 
surplus war explosives which will be 
distributed by the United States Bu­ 
reau of Roads, it was announced to­ 
day. The only cost to the farmers, 
who may 
obtain 
the 
explosive 
through any state agricultural 
col­ 
lege or agricultural extension 
ser 
vice will be a charge of six cents a 
pound for drying the acid and plac­ 
ing it in cartridges and, in addition, 
the small expense of transportation. 
Approximately 5,000,000 pounds of 
picric acid is available for distribu­ 
tion.
